Why do people like Goodwin insist 
on keeping the specators uninformed? 
Once the motors start hardly anyone 
can hear the announcer. Get the spec- 
tators to fill in the transfers between 
racers (spectator participation will 
keep them very interested). 

Have a support class of 30 or so on 
125cc bikes (something definitely dif- 
ferent). 

Have an honorary starter (local 
politician, sports writer, or retired 
racer) or an honorary. finish flagger 
(person picked from a drawing, which 
makes a mailing list, after the heats). 

Have pre-race shows at local malls 
and dealerships with autographs, pos- 
ters, and T-shirts and a chance to 
enter the honorary finish flagger con- 
test. 

Why not gear the show for the 
spectators and get them involved? 
Then maybe they'll come back next 
year again. Make it easy for them to 
understand, not confusing with guys 
one and two laps behind and an 
announcer who can’t tell who’s in 
fourth place.

MSF attacks Deukmejian 
veto; override sought

Motorcycle Safety Foundation President Alan R. Isley responded to 
California Governor George Deukmejian’s veto of a motorcycle 
safety bill, calling the Governor’s reasons for the veto “‘arrogant and 
uninformed.” 

Deukmejian vetóed Assembly Bill 2489 on September 29. The 
measure, introduced by Assemblyman Richard Floyd (D-Gardena), 
would have established a self-funding motorcycle safety program 
with its own commission. : 

In his veto message Deukmejian said, “The need and potential 
effectiveness of this legislation is questionable. Motorcycle safety is 
but one component of motor vehicle and transportation safety, and 
the establishment of a special, narrowly focused commission is inap- 
propriate and risks fragmentation regarding overall safety and acci- 
dent prevention. 

“Furthermore, the Office of Traffic Safety is required by existing . 
statute to address highway safety matters, including those related to 
the use of motorcycles. There is no need to duplicate this function.” 

In an open letter to the Governor, Isley said, “ʻI find the Governor's 
veto message to be arrogant and uninformed. For the sake of protect- 
ing the established bureaucracy, he labels the need for the legislation 
as ‘questionable.’ Despite the previous administration’s conscien- 
tious program to receive and adminster Federal 402 highway safety 
funds for a motorcycle safety program, the Deukmejian administra- 
tion has not continued that program or offered any substitute. Cali- 
fornia’s Office of Traffic Safety has absolutely no provisions for 
motorcycle safety or education in their five-year Highway Safety 
Plan for 1985 and beyond. 

“Lacking any leadership, planning or funding for this important 
element in traffic safety, the motorcycle interests of the state were 
successful in providing this self-funded alternative. While the Gover- 
nor loftily uses the excuse of ‘fragmentation regarding overall safety 
and accident prevention,’ he vetos the overwhelming confidence of 
the legislature . . . and offers nothing in return. 

“If, as Mr. Deukmejian proclaims, ‘the Office of Traffic Safety is 
required by existing statute to address highway safety matters, 
including those related to the use of motorcycles,’ where’s the plan? 
What does the Governor have to offer that will replace the now- 
vetoed $1.4 million in self-funded motorcycle safety plans? 

“He states ‘There is no need to duplicate this function.’ | agree. We 
do not need to duplicate a non-function. We need action. That was 
the reason for AB2489. The Governor, by protecting the sacred 
integrity of his established bureaucracy, has closed the door on 
motorcycle safety for at least a year. Perhaps in that time he can be 
informed and motivated to allow those who care, the motorcycle 
riders, to contribute to their own safety. If more traffic safety groups 
were to step up to their responsibilities the way motorcyclists are, we 
would not be so dependent on taxes, the state, or the Governor.” 

District 37 AMA Road Rider President Ed Waldheim responded to 
the veto by calling for rider action. ‘I would like to request all readers 
of Cycle News to send a letter to their Senators and Assemblymen, 
requesting that this Rider Education Bill veto be overridden so it can 
take effect. | am hoping that Governor Deukmejian made a mistake in 
vetoing this bill since he had so many bills to veto at the last minute. 

“It is imperative that all users, road riders and off-highway vehicle 
users write their legislators and state that they want this program, 
they pay for this program and they expect our government officials to 
cooperate and assist us in getting these programs implemented and 








run smoothly.”

Water hazards 


About six years ago I ran a six- 
hour endurance road race at 
Ontario Motor Speedway; I had 
a 944cc GS750 Superbike in fifth 


in pouring rain when the engine 
blew. What made it interesting was 
riding on slick tires (nobody had

expected rain, which started as the 
bikes rolled to the grid). It turns out 
wet slicks work pretty well, as long as 
you’re not riding through standing 
puddles. 

There were three exciting moments 
every lap during that race at Ontario; 
water ran across the track exiting the 
last turn, entering the banking, and 
going onto the back straight. 

Everybody who raced that day gota 
lot of bench racing mileage out of the 
event; for months afterwards we talked 
about riding through “the rivers” 
crossing the track at those three points. 

I can tell you now that we were 
fools; those weren’t rivers; that track 
wasn’t wet; and slicks really do work 
amazingly well in water. 

I’m back from Texas World Speed- 
way. My neck aches from trying to 
look over and around a mud-streaked 
windscreen; my leathers won't dry for 
weeks, I'll bet; and now I know what 
it’s like to plow a Formula One bike 
through a two-foot-deep water cross- 
ing twice a lap for too damn long. 


Two feet doesn’t sound like so 
much until you’re rolling into a river 
— this thing made the streams at 
Ontario look like dew — that’s 50, 
maybe 60 feet wide, has a current, is 
mud brown and capped by waves 
formed by other bikes forging 
through. 

I was on the brakes when I hit the 
torrent the first time and it still 
knocked my feet off the pegs, sloshed 
over the fairing bubble, made the 
handlebars turn left as the front wheel 
hydroplaned. The bike went on two 
cylinders as the outside velocity stacks 
sucked water cascading down my 
chest and legs and the spray and bow 
wake off two FJ600s — one ridden by 
madman Kevin Schwantz, the other 
by madman-trainee Larry Burkholder 
— passing on either side. 

I made it through; a few laps later I 
pitted with the bike running on maybe 
one cylinder and both my faceshield 
and glasses so fogged I couldn't find 
the pit entrance the first try and had 
to slosh around again, blind and ner- 
vous. Dave Schlosser went out to try 
and the water — rising every lap — 
killed the engine completely. He had 
to push the bike in more than a mile, 
maybe a mile and a half, isolated 
from help by Texas World Speedway.

Russ Paulk tried it next, and when 
the mechanics reached him the bike 
wouldn’t even turn over; pulling the 
spark plugs and rolling the bike for- 
ward in gear shot jets of dirty brown

water out of all four cylinders — the 
engine had hydraulic-locked. 

Later on in the race most of the 
track was dry, with one slowly-dimin- 
ishing river crossing and couple of 
big puddles and a few streams around 
the track; we finished on slicks, mak- 
ing up some of the time lost to sub- 
marining. The tricky part was get- 
ting across the water, over the wet 
pavement just beyond, then making 
the inevitable turn following. The 
first few times I ran more-or-less 
straight across the water on the slicks, 
then leaned it into the next turn, I 
expected to crash or at least cross up. 
It never happened, I ran it in harder 
and harder, and the total result was 
that lap times came down. 

Our big mistake was not coming to 
the track prepared — we brought rain 
tires but neglected to install and 
waterproof an airbox and rig a snor- 
kel. We thought we were going road 
racing but should have known better. 

This was bound to happen, this 
inclusion of water crossings in an 
endurance race. Recently both the 





AAMRR in New England and the 
AFM in northern California have 
taken to calling endurance road races 
“enduros.”” 

But it took the men and weather of 
Texas to prove the applicability of 
the word to pavement racing. 

Maybe next year they can lay a 
couple of pallets in the mudholes to 
keep bikes from sinking out of sight, 
or maybe build a ramp on the ap- 
proach in case somebody wants to 
jump the water. They might install a 
covered grandstand on each side, adver- 
tise like crazy, sell tickets and make a 
mint. 

It may be that people reading this 
won't believe me; but Paul Vogel of 
Larry Huffman’s Motorcycle World 
filmed the race, including waterhole 
shots late in the race, after the rain 
stopped and after the water had sub- 
sided a little, and the film is incredi- 
blé. Watch it, and be amazed.

Shobert’s Sacto score 
sets series showdown

SACRAMENTO, CA, OCT. 6 


It ain’t over yet folks. Honda’s Bubba Shobert 
swept past teammate/points leader Ricky 
Graham four laps from the finish of the 
25-lap Sacramento Mile and went on to win 


as Graham finished with the 
cord of his rear tire showing. 
He had dominated the first 21 
circuits, but his lead over Sho- 
bert in the standings still shrinks to 
15 points with one round remaining. 
Jimmy Filice led the rest of the pack 
across the line, but only the two title- 
seekers were in contention. 

Going in the season-ending Spring- 
field Mile, two things are clear: 

1.) Graham must finish ninth or 
better to win if Shobert wins Spring- 
field. If Shobert won and they were to 
tie in points, Shobert would win with 
seven National victories to Graham's 
six. If Graham should fail to score 
any points, Shobert must at least fin- 
ish second. But Graham has never 


. been beaten at Springfield. 


2.) Shobert is hot. He’s been to the 
winner’s circle in his last 10 races, 
four wins and six seconds. He was 
seventh in the standings when he 
started the surge, 80 points in arrears 
of Graham. Now you risk instant 
vaporization if you shake the man’s 
hand. 

The Texan doesn’t say much pub- 
licly about the six-race suspension he 
received as the result of a brawl with 
Terry Poovey, but it has to gnaw at 
him since he scored 28 points in two 
races riding under appeal; points he 
lost when the appeal was denied. 

“Even if I don’t win the number 
one plate I’]] be happy with this year, 
it’s my best season ever,” Shobert told 
reporters at Sacramento. Asked about 





the final decision in the Gary and 
Hank Scott matter — fines but no 
suspension after they got into a fight 
with Tim Mertens — Shobert would 
only say, “I hope whoever made that 
decision can sleep well at night.” 

At first disconsolate about losing, 
Graham bounced back after a few 
minutes. “Hey, let's bring on Spring- 
field!” he said. 

The Agajanian Enterprises-pro- 
moted, Carmichael Honda-sponsored 
event was the first time a mine has 
run in the fall at the Cal-Expo Fair- 
grounds. Although the front straight 
and the pits had been a supercross 
track the week before, the mile drew a 
good crowd of 12,500. 

Time trials 

Graham was a touch off his own 
record when he nabbed fast time with 
a 37.593-second clocking. Second fast- 
est, although still on the mend from a 
broken collarbone, was Jimmy Filice. 
Riding the Eddie Adkins-tuned, Har- 
ley Owners Group/Carlisle/Harley- 
Davidson/Sure-Fire/Shoei/Redline 
Oil/Knight Racing Frames-sponsored 
XR750, Filice went 37.825. Shobert 
(37.884) and former Grand National 
Champ Steve Eklund (37.936) were 
the only other riders under 38 seconds. 


Heats 

Scott Pearson’s razor reflexes and 
Dave Bird’s tuning got the Ascot Half 
Mile winner into turn one first in the 
first 10-lapper. Ronnie Jones and 
Graham followed, but Jones dropped 
back and Graham charged after Pear- 
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Graham was psyched up to win at Sacramento. He totally dominated 
three-quarters of the race, but still had to settle for second. 





son. Graham got him quickly, draft- 
ing past just after the start/finish 
line. The 1982 titleholder went on to 
lead the race all the way, with Pearson, 
sponsored by PIC Manufacturing, 
Circle Bell, Shoei, Esprit, Carlisle, 
SuperTrapp, Hap Jones, Blendzall, 
Knight, Megacycle and M&M Lea- 
thers, challenging only briefly just 
past the halfway point. 

With two laps left Lance Jones 
started catching Pearson, and catch 
him he did with a pass diving into 
turn three on the final lap. But Pear- 
son was in the National; distant 
fourth-place finisher Tom Maitland 
wasn't. 

The second heat began as a three- 
way fight for control between Filice, 
Tex Peel/Shoei/Castrol/Sisemore/ 
EGF Racing-backed Terry Poovey, 
and Rod Farris. Eventually the first 
two edged away and Farris was ulti- 
mately dropped to fourth by Honda’s 
Doug Chandler. 

Filice and Poovey battled all the 
way to the checkered, with the action 
more intense in the last five laps. 
Poovey made use of the draft several 
times, but in the end, it was Filice 
first. 

Ted Boody, on the College Bike 
Shop privateer Honda RS750, beat 
Shobert and Steve Morehead to the 
head of the crowd in heat three. Sho- 
bert ran Boody down on the back 
straight on lap two, but Boody came 
right back and passed Shobert to 
begin the fourth lap. Shobert repas- 
sed a turn later, and was on his way to 
the win. On the same lap Gary Scott 
drove past Morehead to begin a battle 
for third. 

Scott, whose suspension for the 
Ascot fight was lifted and the fine 
reduced to $500, would usually pass 
Morehead for third on the back 
straight, with Morehead using the 
draft and returning the favor as they 
headed for the finish line. The two 
Ohio veterans battled all the way to 
the line in a fine show, with Morehead 
taking the checkered behind Shobert 
and Poovey. Morehead, who receives 
support from Esquire, KK, Storz, 
Megacycle, Bill's Pipes and D's, was 
riding a spare Eddie Adkins’ machine 
after he broke two in practice. 

Heat four got the red flag after Don 
Howard crashed unhurt in turn one. 
The restart saw Gardner/Arai/Esprit 





rider Eklund lead Pete Hames and 
Alex Jorgensen out of the gate, with 
Hames drafting past down the back 
chute and leading it across the line. 
Nobody got away from anybody; Ek- 
lund led it at the end of two, Jorgy 
after three. Laps four and five were a 
Jorgensen/Eklund battle, then things 
got interesting as Hames and Harley's 
Scott Parker joined the fray. 

The groove was relatively narrow, 
but thanks to the long straights and 
the draft, positioning among the top 
four was as fixed as gear ratios on a 
torque converter. Gradually Parker 
worked through all the swaps and 
took the lead for good with two laps 
to go. Jorgensen, second going into 
turn one after the white flag, didn’t 
even transfer. Eklund took him first, 
then Iveco/Walter Brothers/Simp- 
son/S&W/Ralph Ketchie/ND/Bill’s 
Pipes/Pro Fuels-sponsored Hames 
just did edge Jorgy at the line. 
Semis 

For seven laps the first semi was a 
Rod Farris/Tom Maitland battle roy- 
ale for the top spot, although two 
would go to the National. On lap 
eight, however, they were joined by 
Garth Brow on the Mert Lawwill 
Harley. Farris, the John Goad/BVR/ 
Bell/Cycle Exp./Gary Nixon standard 
bearer, had led laps 6-8, but found 
himself in third midway through lap 
nine. Maitland led going on to the 
back straight on the final lap, but 
then his bike seemed to slow as Brow 
and Farris went by to finish 1-2. 

After a red flag to send a start 
jumper back two rows, the second 
semi was underway. Doug Garrison 
played the hare’s role for the first two 
turns, Pioneer Truck Lines/R&B H- 
D/Hi-Point/Storz-sponsored Jorgen- 
sen for the rest of the race. The Ascot 
TT winner won by nearly three- 
quarters of a straightaway. 

The battle for second was very 
interesting, involving Garrison, Gary 
Scott and Dan Bennett (on a privateer 
RS750 Honda) at first. Canadian Jon 
Cornwall joined the action at the 
halfway point, but all through the 
race the battle for second featured as 
many passes as promises in an election 
year. Cornwall had the runner-up 
slot as they took the white flag, but 
Scott had the lead coming off turn 
four and heading for the checkered. It

Junior National 


It was a pair of Wood-Rotax riders 
to the front of the yellow-plate 12- 
lapper, but oddly enough it wasn’t 
Chris Carr in front. That happened 
in turn three on the first lap as the 
new Junior National Champ passed 
holeshot artist Winkie Frietas. Frietas 
stayed with the leader for the first five 
laps as the two leaders and Florida’s 
David Miller broke away from the 
rest of the pack. 

Eventually Carr broke free on the 
Ron Wood-prepped single, and Frie- 
tas was faced with a challenge from 
Miller’s restricted V-twin. Miller 
passed Frietas entering turn three on 
the eighth lap. The top three positions 
were set to the flag with Carr enjoying 
a three-second lead as he waved to the 
crowd while taking the checkered. 
Don Roberts (H-D) passed Mike Ar- 
thur (H-D) on the final lap to snatch 
away fourth.

Since Shobert’s 6:19.526 broke Gra- 
ham’s “old” track record of 6:20:378 
set in the night’s first heat, he got his 
choice of starting position and went 
two spots inside the outside pole. 

Graham was on the pole and he

simply rocketed into the lead right 
off the start.

Lap four found Parker with a hairy 
moment; coming off turn two with 
much of the pack right behind him, 
his bike suddenly slowed as a car- 
buretor came off a manifold. His left 
hand shot into the air and he pulled 
to the outside with the pack going by 
him en masse. Parker pitted twice to 
correct the problem, but eventually 
finished the race. 

Lap five featured Graham with a 
strong lead over Shobert, Filice, 
Boody, Poovey, Jones and Farris. 

Four laps later the order was much 
the same, with Jones and Poovey bat- 
tling back and forth. On that lap 
Poovey slowed dramatically as his 
front ure started to go flat. 

On the llth lap a black flag was 
given to Jones by AMA officials for 
oiling, the result of a hole in Jones’ 
oil tank. “We knew for three laps that 
either Jones or Poovey was oiling,” 
said referee Rick Hutchins. “When 
Poovey came in with the flat, we 
could see that it was Jones with the 
problem.” 

Although Jones was out of the 
race, Poovey asked for and received 
permission to circle the track at a 
reduced speed to accumulate as many 
laps as possible. 

Back out on the racetrack the top 
three still ran in their previous order, 
but Boody and Jorgensen had begun 
a dogfight for fourth that would con- 
tinue to the wire. At the halfway 
point they were followed by More- 
head, Hames and Farris.

With only seven laps remaining, 
Graham’s margin on Shobert was 
two seconds. With only five left to go, 
Shobert suddenly closed the gap dra- 
matically. 

A win at Sacramento would have 
clinched the title for Graham, along 
with a reported $100,000 bonus from 
Honda. But when Shobert swept past 
just before the finish line on the 21st 
lap, there was nothing Graham could 
do as Shobert pulled away. 

Filice finished a lonely third, while 
the Boody/ Jorgensen fight went right 
down to the wire. They had crossed 
the line side by side for more than 10 
laps, and they did it again with 
Boody getting the nod for fourth. 

Sixth went to Morehead as he led 
in Farris, Pearson, Hames and Chand- 
ler. Eklund, Parker, Cornwall and 
Brow rounded out the points-paying 
positions. 

In winning the race Shobert knock- 
ed more than 14 seconds off the track 
record. i 

“I know it was Ricky's tire,” said 
Shobert, “because I was trying every- 
thing and I wasn’t gaining anything. 
Then I closed the gap; I had some 
rubber left and his was completely 
gone. When I was that far behind I 
knew something was going to have to 
happen, and sure enough it did.” 

“The tire was definitely down to 
the cords,” sighed Graham after the 








race, “But I kind of lost concentra- 
tion there at the end. I wanted to win 
the thing, I didn’t want to be conser- 
vative, I wanted to run a fast race. I 
never looked back, but a guy gave me 
a signal that I was way ahead, and 
right after that I sort of lost concen- 
tration.” 

“I tried to stay up with Bubba there 
at first,” said Filice, “When he broke 
the draft, though, there was no way. 
Plus, my shoulder started to bother 
me. Still, it’s been a tough season and 
it's nice to be on the road back.” e

Team Honda’s Johnny O’Mara tallied a 2-1 
score to once again capture the overall win 
in the 125cc Pro class at the third round of

nia in Hollister. However, 
O’Mara couldn’t keep his win 
streak alive in the 250cc class, losing 
to privateer Honda rider Eric Eaton 
who was riloting an ‘84 production 
CR250. Eaton and Mark Barnett tied 
in low moto scores with four (Eaton 
1-3 and Barnett 2-2) but with CMC 
Trans-Cal points scoring, Eaton was 
declared the overall winner by one 
point over Barnett, 77-76. In the 500cc 
Pro class, newcomer to the big-bores 
Honda Support rider “Mr. Mike” 
Fisher stole the show from his factory 
counterpart Danny “Magoo” Chand- 
ler with a 1-2 outing. 





Yamaha’s Eddie Hicks kept his 
win streak alive in the 80cc Expert 
class by easily winning both motos. 
Honda’s Shaun Kalos was the only 
rider to keep somewhat close tabs on 
the “Wonder Boy” Hicks. 


125cc Pro 

The first 125cc Pro moto was a 
nail-biter from start to finish. Suzuki's 
Ricky Ryan started things off with 
the holeshot but was quickly passed 
by Yamaha-mounted Dennis Daft and 
Kawasaki rider Eddie Warren. After 
Ryan came Honda pilot Billy Frank, 
Jeff Glass, Teat Tamm’s A.J. Whit- 
ing, Kawasaki-mounted Mouse 
McCoy and Mike Kell.

lap. A lap later, Daft and Warren 
pulled away from Ryan slightly, but 
Ryan began making time on the 
leaders. By the third lap, Warren 
found a way around Daft for the lead, 
while Ryan also slipped past Daft 
shortly after. By this time, Warren 
enjoyed a comfortable lead, while 
Whiting moved into fourth and Hon- 
da's Larry Brooks moved into fifth, 
after Frank crashed. 

The battle for third between Whit- 
ing and Brooks was very exciting. For 
the next few laps, the two Honda rid- 
ers traded positions many times be- 
fore Brooks finally took control of 
third. Meanwhile, Ryan managed to 
reel in Warren, who was beginning 
to fade. By the ninth lap, the leader 
was Ryan closely followed by Brooks 
and Whiting.

The battle for the lead became 
amazingly tight between Ryan, Brooks 
and Whiting. The three riders put on 
quite a show, at times three abreast. 
As the leaders began cutting their 
way through lapped traffic, Brooks 
finally found his spot and passed 
Ryan. Brooks quickly extended his 
lead witha few laps remaining. Whit- 
ing was glued to Ryan's rear fender, 
while O’Mara was pressuring Whit- 
ing heavily. With two laps left, 
O'Mara began his show by passing 
Whiting and setting out after Ryan. 
Ryan was determined not to give 
O'Mara any room to pass, but one 





turn before the checkered flag, Ryan 
held the inside line while O'Mara 
went wide. O'Mara got a better drive 
coming out of the turn — about 20 
feet from the finish line — and took 
second place by a wheel-length.

He grabbed the holeshot with Bar- 
nett, Eaton, Anderson, Whiting and 
Hicks in tow. Barnett stayed close to 
O'Mara for the first few laps, before 
the O’Show pulled away. The distance 
between Barnett and Eaton grew 
slightly as the race progressed. Whit- 
ing followed in fourth ahead of Brian 
Manley, Dymond and Hicks. 

When the checkered flag appeared, 





O'Mara easily captured the win ahead 
of Barnett, Eaton, Whiting, Manley, 
Dymondand Hicks. Wageman crossed 
the finish line in ninth while push- 
ing his Yamaha — it had run out of 
gas-a turn before the finish. Before 
the race, Wageman’s gas cap broke, 
so he had to wrap a cloth around the 
top. He was covered with gasoline at 
the finish. 


500cc Pro 


The first 500cc moto saw Honda- 
mounted Mike Larson steal the hole- 
shot with Rodney Smith on an ’83 
YZ490, JT-sponsored Fisher on an 
”85 production water-cooled Honda, 
Gene Gentsch and Chandler chasing. 

On the third lap, Smith started 
slowing because of a flat rear tire; he 
eventually dropped out of conten- 
tion. Chandler took control of third, 
but soon dropped to fourth after 
crashing. This made the first four 
Larson, Fisher, Mike Larson and 
Chandler. Phil Larson's lead was 
diminishing with each turn as Fisher 
closed in. Halfway through the race, 
Fisher moved in on and passed Phil 
Larson for the lead. In no time, 
Fisher claimed a comfortable lead, 
while Chandler found a way around 
Mike Larson. 

With a few laps remaining, Chand- 
ler began closing ground on Phil 
Larson, but time ran out for Magoo. 
Fisher, who normally is found aboard 
a 125, went away with his first win 
aboard a 500. Phil Larson took second 
closely followed by Chandler, Mike 
Larson, Honda-mounted Willy Sim- 
ons, Husky rider Billy Grossi, Tony 
Wanket and John Reinholt. 

Mike Larson took the early lead at 
the start of the second moto with 
Chandler, Simons, Fisher, Smith and 
M-Star’s Greg Zitterkopf chasing. 
Mike and Chandler pulled away from 
the pack during the first few laps, 
while Fisher hounded Simons. Dur- 
ing the fourth lap, Chandler went to 
the outside over a jump and out-

powered Mike in the following 
straight to take the lead. At the same 
time, Fisher slipped past Simons for 
third, and soon caught up to Mike 
Larson. Just before the halfway point, 
Fisher went to the inside of Larson in 
an off-camber right turn and took 
second. The gap between Chandler 
and Fisher was about eight seconds, 
and Fisher was able to shorten that 
time by a few seconds, but that was all 
he could gain on Chandler. However, 
Fisher knew that if Chandler won, a 
second in the moto would still give 
him the overall. So, Fisher rode con- 
servatively for a second in the moto 
and overall win. Chandler’s second- 
moto win gave him second overall. 
After Chandler in the second moto 
came Simons, Mike Larson, Smith, 
Zitterkopf, Wanket and Yamaha rider 
Jim Ellis. e

point in his first ride but the 
pint-sized star with the giant 
fan following was perfect over 
his final four rides and ended 


up with 14 points. Bobby Schwartz 
and John Sandona finished second 
and third, with 13 and 11 points 
respectively. 

It was a surprise-filled night with 
upsets aplenty beginning with race 
number one. One of the pre-race

favorites, Sandona, made his first 
appearance in the race. Unfortunately, 
Sandona’s best motor was damaged 
earlier in the week while being pre- 
pared for the event. Needless to say 
the high optimism he had been ex- 
pressing the last few weeks was re- 
placed by a bleak outlook. It looked 
as though the motor woes were fol- 
lowing him in the first race as he 
finished a distant third behind Mike 
Faria and Mark Dwyer after a dismal 
start. The problem happened to be

from the new muffler approved by 
the southern California Speedway 
Control Board. It actually touched 
the ground and lifted Sandona’s rear 
tire off the ground, leaving him with 
no drive. 

After “Sudden” Sam Ermolenko 
destroyed his competition to win event 
two, the big race of the evening rolled 
onto the track matching Kelly Moran, 
(STP/Oakley/Arai/Cirello/Busby/ 
Kal-Gard/Knotty Idea’s/Barnett/ 
Gdn) with Bobby Schwartz. Schwartz 
got the gate with Moran coming out 
in second. Schwartz bobbled on the 
back chute and Moran zipped by and 
opened up a huge lead. He was main- 
taining that lead when Dubb Ferrell 
went down in turn one on lap two, 
forcing Keith Chrisco to lay it down 
and bringing out a red flag and a 
complete restart much to the displea- 
sure of the pro-Moran crowd. Schwartz 
again took the gate on the second try 
and this time he didn’t bobble. Moran 
hounded him all four laps but had to 
settle for second. Schwartz had won 
his toughest ride of the evening and 
was looking good in his quest for the 
crown. 

1982 Champion Shawn Moran 
made his first appearance in event 
four. In England this season you are 
excluded for touching the tapes. To- 
night Moran pushed them hard all 
night long, and in this ride he pushed 
them too hard and broke the bottom 
tape. He was excluded from the race 
and that ended his title hopes. Brad 
Oxley went on to win the race over 
Jim Lawson and Alan Christian. 

Shawn Moran came back and again 
pushed the tapes in event five. This 
time he restrained himself and didn’t 
break them and he rode to the win 
over Ermolenko and Chrisco. 

Event six proved to be the turning 
point of the meeting. Schwartz was 
set to face Christian, Faria and Mike 
Curoso, and it was Christian who got 
the gate over Schwartz and Faria. 
Schwartz took Faria high in turn two 
and left him in the heavy stuff. He got 
rid of Faria but Curoso took advan- 
tage and shot into second. While 
Christian was moving away from the 
pack, Schwartz was trying to breeze 
around the outside of Curoso. It was 
not to be done in this event and it was 
anybody’s title again. 

Event seven again matched two 
first-round winners in Kelly Moran 
and Oxley. Oxley pulled a small 
wheelie and was third out of the gate 
behind Moran and Keith Larsen. Ox- 








ley got by Larsen on lap two but his 
poor start left him no chance of 
catching the streaking Moran. After 
the last race of the evening Oxley 
commented, “I missed the starts all 
night long and when you are racing 
with gaters like Moran and Schwartz 
that kills you.” 

Sandona closed out the second 
round with a big win over Lawson in 
a race that was red-flagged due to a 
crash involving Gene Woods and 
Ferrell. Woods was down for a long 
time with his shoulder popped out. 
He popped it back in and was ready 
for his next ride. 

Moran again gated the field in 
event nine, but like event three it was 
red-flagged before the end of the first 
circuit when Curoso went down. 
Lawson got excluded and pleaded his 
innocence, but referee Erwin Moon 
wouldn’t hear of it and a reserve was 
brought in. It didn’t change things as 
Moran rode to an easy win over 
Curoso. 

Ferrell came into event 10 with zero 
points, but he returned to form and 
picked up three with a win over 
Oxley, who was celebrating his 25th 
birthday. Faria was also in the race 
but was taken wide and into the pit 
gate by Ermolenko on lap one. There 
had been bad blood between the pair 
before and Faria was definitely ticked 
off, but he eventually just stomped 
back to his pit. 

Christian made it two in a row 
with an easy win in event 11 and with 
the right breaks had a glimpse of 
hope for the title. Schwartz led wire- 
to-wire in event 12. Shawn Moran 
gave chase over the first lap but had 
some kind of mechanical failure and 
dropped to last on lap two. Sandona 
took second and was looking good 
for a spot on the rostrum. His out- 
look had brightened considerably 
from the start of the night and it 
showed in his riding. 

Event 13 was a survival of the fit- 
test. Larsen sheared the studs off his 
sprocket at the line. Christian was 
second out of the gate behind Ferrell, 
but he slipped by him on the inside 
on lap two. Less than a lap later 
Christian’s bike died and he made the 
slow walk back to the pits as his usual 
National luck had finally set in. 

Kelly Moran survived a first-lap 
tussle with Faria by going by on the 
outside in turn three and traveled the 
final three laps unchallenged. The 
ultimate victory was so close now he 
could taste it. - 








Schwartz, hoping for a Moran defeat, 


coupled with wins in his last two 
races, took the first of the two in event 
15. Ermolenko was mired in third 
most of the way behind Lawson and 
he rode like a mad man. On the final 
circuit he was high in turn two but 
then cut down low. He was going by 
Lawson on the inside in turn three 
when he gave the latter a tap and sent 
him down. Ermolenko was excluded 
and protested to the referee, but tono 
avail. It seemed to most inside observ- 
ers that he had made the contact. 
Sandona’s confidence continued to 
grow as he passed Chrisco on the 
back chute on lap one of event 16 and 
went on to an eight-length win over 
the field. 

Schwartz did his part in the final 
round and came from gate four to 
easily win event 17 over Dwyer, who 
did very well in his first-ever National. 
Now Schwartz had to wait until event 
20 to see what Moran would do. Faria 
took event 18 with Ferrell continuing 
on his miraculous comeback by tak- 
ing his third in a row when he defeated 
Shawn Moran in event 19. 

Event 20: Christian, Sandona, Er- 
molenko and Kelly Moran. Moran 
was out of three, a gate which had 
only taken three wins all night. If he 
finished last and Sandona won, 
Schwartz would have taken the crown 
with Sandona second. 

Out of the gate it was Christian 
and Moran banging handlebars into 
turn one. (Moran said later, “I sure 
felt those vibrations.” ) Moran went by 
on the back chute and the crowd rose 
as one with a resounding roar. They 
stayed on their feet the rest of the way 
cheering as Moran set the pace with 
Sandona moving into second during 
a wild battle with Christian and 
Ermolenko. The handlebars and el- 
bows were flying behind Moran until 
the white flag when Ermolenko took 
Christian out big time on the front 
chute. The race finished under the 
red with Moran cruising around to 
the checkered. After the race one rider, 
who asked to remain anonymous, 
said angrily, ““Ermolenko didn’t have 
to do that to Alan. It was just uncalled 
for.” 

Moran posed on the infield with 
Schwartzand the rider who seemed to 
be the happiest to be there, third- 
place finisher Sandona. 

After the event Moran said, “I’m so 
happy and I will be staying here to 
race in 1984. It was a strange night. 
When Bobby finished third in the 
race with Christian it changed the 
whole thing.”’ 

When told that a number of insid- 
ers said that he wouldn’t win it 
because his heart was not in it, Moran 
replied, “You know me and you 
know how I joke before the races, but 
when it is time to go on the track I’m 
all business. My heart is in it, and is 
to stay.” ®

while leaving Lawler to fend off Hea- 
ley. The Suzuki pilot eventually got 
by, but with just over a lap to go, 
Fowler came up and dropped both 
Healey and Lawler a position as he 
moved into third. Manley moved in 
on Merrriam and took the lead on the 
final go-’round then pulled clear for 
the win. Merriam was secod, Fowler 
third and Healey maintained fourth 
ahead of Lawler. 

Suzuki-mounted Todd Hayes led 
the start of moto two ahead of Fowler, 
Mike Dunlap (Hon) and Merriam. 
Dunlap dropped to fourth on the first 
lap; soon after, Manley put Dunlap 
back to fifth. Hayes managed to gain 
some breathing room, but Fowler 
didn’t let him out of his sight. Any 
distance Hayes gained was wiped out 
by the last lap as Fowler — chased by 
Merriam — moved in; Manley wasn’t

far behind, either. With only a few 
turns to go, Fowler made his move 
and took the lead — Hayes never tried 
to fight back. Fowler was assured of 
the overall since Merriam wasn’t close 
enough to challenge Hayes. Merriam 
took third which was good for second 
overall, just ahead of Manley. 

David Krugh (Yam) and Art Oliver 
(Hon) traded moto wins in the 500cc 
Junior class to go 1-2 again this week 
and continue their battle for the points 
lead. 

Krugh led the first moto, as Olivier 
chased. As the top two pulled clear of 
the pack, Yamaha-mounted John 
Perry and John McGinnis (Hon) 
battled back and forth for third. After 
exchanging the position several times, 
McGinnis finally got by for good 
while Perry dropped back to fifth. 
Olivier continued to chase Krugh 
and on the last two laps was applying 
some heavy pressure to the leader. 
Olivier pulled alongside on the final 
go-’round and managed to get by, 
then held Krugh off to take the win. 

Krugh again led the start of moto 
two with Jim Brown (Yam) and Oliv- 
ier following. It wasn’t long before 
Olivier took second and began to 
chase Krugh, while Perry moved to 
third. McGinnis passed Brown. on 
the second lap and was soon on Per- 
ry’s rear fender. Once again Olivier 
chased Krugh throughout the moto, 
but ended up a few bikelengths short 
at the finish line. McGinnis got by 
Perry for third and the same overall. 

It looks as though the 125cc Inter- 
mediate crown will be decided after a 
series-long battle between former 
Minicycle stars Eddie Hicks and 
Bobby Moore. Both riders dominated 
their divisions and are tied in points. 
Jeff Matiasevich (Kaw) is second after 
winning the third division today. 

In division one, Kawasaki rider 
Moore grabbed the lead in the first 
moto and never looked back. Frankie 
Brundage, also aboard a Kawasaki, 
held second for the entire race, and 
Jeff Capt made it a Kawasaki sweep 
with third. 

Moore holeshot the second round, 
but Capt took the lead away in the 
first few turns. Moore stuck to him, 
and the two quickly left the rest of the 
pack. On the second lap, Moore 
emerged alone in first; having passed 
Capt, who quickly fell behind. Moore 
went on to an easy win, but Capt was 
in for trouble. Kiedrowski battled by 
Brundage for third, then set about 
reeling in Capt. After a two lap chase, 
Kiedrowski went by on the final go- 
round to take second. Capt’s 3-3 gave 
him second overall, and Kiedrowski 
made it a green sweep of the top three. 

Hicks had a harder time taking the 
second division, as he started the first 
moto in third behind Honda-mounted 
Shawn Kalos and Alan. Pierce. (Kaw). 
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Hicks battled with Kalos on the open- 
ing lap, then got by on the next go- 
round. He then reeled in Pierce and 
took over the lead with half the race 
to go Pierce held second and finished 
just ahead of the Kalos/Willie Sur- 
ratt (Hon) battle. Surratt passed Kalos 
in the last few yards to take third. 

Hicks holeshot the second moto 
and had no problems winning the 
race. Kalos and Surratt battled back 
and forth over third with Surratt get- 
ting the upper hand at mid-moto. He 
then passed Suzuki rider Jim Spotts 
to take second and the same overall. 

Honda’s Jimmy Button has been 
unbeatable in the 60cc and 80cc Inter- 
mediate classes, but when the second 
80cc moto got underway his luck 
suddenly turned sour. Ronnie Dens- 
ford (Kaw) held the lead near the start 
with Button trying to get by. Exiting 
the fourth corner, Button got a little 
too close, clipped Densford’s rear tire 
and went down hard. Button reco- 
vered but could only get fifth and 
third overall. Densford was the victor 
ahead of Buddy Antunez (Kaw), who 
also took over the points lead. 

Button wasn’t so fortunate in the 
60cc race. While trying to make up 
from a bad start, he went down even 
harder and had to be helped up. 
Although scraped and bruised, But- 
ton walked away but failed to finish 
the moto. Antunez took the win and 
moved into first in the point 
standings.

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Ontario Motor Speedway in south- 
ern California was the site of the 
AMA’s Final National road race of 
the year, and it drew an international 
field. At the end of two 100-mile seg- 
ments, however, it was Americans 
finishing 1-2-3. Yamaha's Gene 
Romero won the first heat, then placed 
second in the other to take the overall 
win, over teammate Kenny Roberts’ 
3-1. Privateer Jim Evans (Yam) was 
third with a 2-3, while Suzuki- 
mounted Barry Sheene broke the 
American string with a 5-4 fourth 
overall. Multi-time World Champ 
Giacomo Agostini entered the race 
on a TZ700, but crashed on the first 
lap of the first segment and was out 
for the day. In the Junior/Expert 
combined event, Roberts was unstop- 
pable, topping Harley-Davidson rid- 
ers Ron Pierce and Jim Dunn. In the 
Junior race, the win went to Randy 
Cleek after an early duel with Pat 
Hennen, who finished second over 
Walt Foster. While Skip Aksland had 
little trouble winning the Novice 
race, Georgia’s Dale Singleton cut 
through the pack from a second-wave 
start to finish second. And in the 
other event of the weekend, BMW 
rider Reg Pridmore bested Kawasaki 
pilots Steve McLaughlin and Yvon 
DuHamel. 


Suzuki riders finished 1-2 in the 
Unadilla round of the Trans-AMA 
Series, held in New Berlin, New York. 
Roger DeCoster and Gerrit Wolsink 
finished 1-3 in the first moto, but it 
looked like Wolsink would take the 
overall win based on a better second- 
moto finish, until Bengt Aberg’s 
Bultaco broke with two laps to go 
and that moved DeCoster up enough 
to give him the overall win. Hakan 
Anderson (Yam) was third witha 5-4, 
while Bultaco’s Jim Pomeroy cap- 
tured top American honors witha 2-8 
fourth overall. Husky rider Kent 
Howerton captured the 250cc Sup- 
port class. 


Out-of-staters were on hand for the 
weekly Ascot half mile, just a week 
before a National half mile was slated 
for the Gardena, California, oval. 
Michigan’s Corky Keener took the 
main event with Iowa’s Steve Droste 
in tow. It looked like another Michi- 
gan rider would win the Junior final 
as Jay Springsteen led the first five 
laps of the final, only to have his rear 
tire go flat, allowing California's 
Skip Aksland to take an easy win. 
Steve Eklund overcame a slide-out in 
his heat race and dominated the 
Novice main. 


Riding a streamliner powered by twin 
Yamaha TZ700 engines, Don Vesco 
broke the motorcycle land speed 
record at the Bonneville Salt Flats. 
His two-way average of 281.702 mph 
broke the 265 mph mark set by the 
late Cal Rayborn. 


Tom Penton, just back from the 
ISDT, won the 150-mile AMA 
National Enduro in Cayuta, New 
York, with a score of 32 points. 
Another Penton rider, Dan Young, 
dropped a similar amount, but lost 
out to Penton on a tiebreaker.

North Ridge Racing’s Ralph Johnston Sr., 
Ralph Johnston Jr., Doug Cross and Don 
Sielschott rode their Yamaha FJ1100 Super- 
bike to victory in the WERA/Dunlop 8-hour 


National Endurance Road Race 
at Summit Point Raceway. 
Metzeler/Surefire/Fox/Arai/ 
Klotz-sponsored North Ridge 


secured first place after early leaders 


Team Hammer encountered electrical 
problems and Z-P Racing crashed. 
National Endurance Series points 
leaders Quester/Sullivan Racing fin- 
ished eighth with transmission prob- 
lems, while second-in-points Fabu- 
lous Speed Boys finished fourth on 
their FJ600, one position ahead of 
Hammer. Z-P finished second, with 





Fast Company third. 

Z-P and National Endurance 
Champions Team Hammer both got 
slow starts off the line, trailing lead- 
ers Bruce Nield (Honda VF750F) and 
Quester/Sullivan’s Mike Harlow 
(partners Toby Barenbrugge and Jerry 
Holm, Suzuki GS1100) and others 
after the first few laps. Z-P’s Kevin 
Perry (partners Gregg Zizza and Lex 
Hutton, Yamaha FJ1100) and Ham- 
mer’s Dave Schlosser (partners Russ 
Paulk, Steve Baron and John Ulrich, 
Suzuki GS1100) both started on new 
tires and hung back until the tires 
were scuffed in on the slippery Sum-

mit Point track. But soon Schlosser 
and Perry were on the move, from 
fifth and sixth to third and fourth, 
then second and third, and finally 
first and second. Perry used the D.E. 
Machina/Rick’s Cycles of Bound- 
brook, NJ/Klotz Yamaha to pass 
Schlosser for the lead several times, 
but at the end of the first hour Schlos- 
ser had Team Hammer's Arai/Kerker/ 
Emgo/Dyna S/Fox/Dunlop Formula 
One Suzuki out in front. 

At the midway point of the race 
Team Hammer had three laps on Z- 
P, and Z-P was in the midst of a very 
close battle for second with North 
Ridge. Z-P could not gain more than a 
lap on North Ridge, and often the two 
teams were on the same lap. The bat- 
tle between the two teams took them 
steadily ahead of Quester/Sullivan’s 
Suzuki, which lost second, third and 
(intermittently) fourth gears in the 
transmission. To make matters worse 
for Arai/Weigl/Bassani/Ferodo/ 
Dunlop-sponsored Quester/Sullivan, 
aclamp on the exhaust system broke 
from being repeatedly dragged in 
slower corners, and the header system 
fell off, requiring a pit stop to install 
a replacement. 

Fast Company pulled its GS1100 
ahead of Quester and started to pull 
away, holding fourth place. By the 
end of the race, Quester would slip to 
eighth. 

Despite their. slowly-increasing 
lead, all was not going smoothly for 
Team Hammer. They were having 
trouble with their GS1100’s trans- 
mission popping out of gear, partic- 
ularly as they came through the fast 
turn 10 right-hander onto the start- 
finish straight. Only a few laps after a 
rider change at 4:20 of the race, the 
bike slowed and worked its way back 
to the pits at a very reduced speed. As 
the team tore into the bike to try to 
solve an electrical problem, the lead 
melted away. After nearly 30 minutes 
a broken wire was located and fixed, 
but by then Hammer was down to 
19th place and 20 laps out. Once on 
the track again, they started turning 
some of the fastest laps of the day at 
1:24, but it would only pull them up 





to fifth place overall and 16 laps back. 
With Hammer in the pits, Z-P Rac- 


‘ing and North Ridge Racing were still 


going at each other, but now for the 
lead. The two FJ Yamahas seemed to 
be evenly matched as the largest lead 
Z-P could manage was one lap by the 
five-hour mark. Part way through 
the sixth hour, Z-P's Hutton took an 
off-track excursion at turn 10, and 
about 10 minutes and six laps, were 
lost as the left footpeg was replaced 
and other minor damage attended to. 

In some of the closest racing within 
class of the day, Team Maryland's 
Yamaha RZ350 was doing battle with 
the Rochester Road Racers Yamaha 
RZ350 in Lightweight Production. 
The two teams were never more than 
one or two laps apart, and often on 
the same lap with the James/Barker/ 
Backus-piloted Rochester Road Rac- 
ers never quite able to overtake the 
Lowman/Gaver/Back/Collins Team 
Maryland machine. As they raced 
each other, they moved slowly up the 
overall standing to 10th and llth 
place finishes. 

North Ridge Racing was having a 
trouble-free eight hours, as they held 
on the win by six laps. Their new 
Metzeler slicks had performed flaw- 
lessly, and at the end of the race 
looked nearly unused. Z-P Racing’s 
attempt to get back into the lead was 
foiled by trouble with the transmis- 
sion which would only operate in 
fourth and fifth. Finally, at the 7:17 
mark of the race, their gearshift lever 
fell off, and they were stuck for the 
remainder of the race in one gear, and 
Zizza had to reach down and hold the 
dangling hardware from scraping in 
the left-handers. Z-P did hold on to 
take second by five laps over the Fast 
Company Suzuki, which was busy 
holding off the Speed Boys Yamaha 
— which had closed to within one 
lap, but which finished fourth by two.

Ironbutt ’84: 





Marathon Motorcycling, 
controversy, sore butts, more 
controversy, the making of 
legends ... and more 


controversy

The 10-day, 8400-mile TransAmerica Iron- 
butt was billed as the world’s toughest 
motorcycle competition. After the fact, there 
are 10 riders who would agree. That few 


people that knew of the event 
before its running did not dim- 
inish the toughness or stiff 
competition of the race (which 
was politely called a “road rally”). 

The particulars? Take 10 partly- 
sponsored motorcyclists of dubious 
sanity, a variety of long-distance street- 
bikes (the only requirement being a 
stock gas tank), and have the 10 riders 
race around the four corners of the 
U.S.A. in 10 days, competing to see 
who could come closest to zeroing the 
five checkpoints. And, in case more 
than one rider zeroed all checkpoints, 
the rider could acquire bonus points 
by rolling up additional mileage 
through specific towns off the 
straightest and quickest route (read: 
Interstate highway) between check- 
points. 

If the Ironbutt was unique in the 
running, the basic idea was not new. 
Circa 50 years ago, marathon motor- 
cyclist Cannonball Baker was tender- 
izing his flesh by seeing how quickly 
he could “do the transcontinental.”’ 
This eventually led to the fast-car 
Cannonball Run, which led to Holly- 
wood, and then the tame, double 
nickle-inspired One Lap of America 
(same basic four corners route as 
Ironbutt, only with multiple drivers 
making the tour in three fewer days). 
Though One Lap was primarily a 
race for four-wheelers, four motor- 
cycling crazies co-rode a Harley-spon- 
sored FXRT, finishing within the 
allotted time, but losing out to a 
rented Chevy due to irrelevant mile- 
age rules. . 

All these went into the low-budget, 
unheard-of, motorcycles-only Iron- 
butt 84, which began and ended in 
Montgomeryville, Pennsylvania. 

But those who received what little 
advance publicity there was were mes- 
merized by the $40,000 scheduled prize 
money. With 65% of the purse going 
to the winner, it seemed as though 
there were more dollars for the winner 
than Kenny Roberts made at Daytona. 
Had more people known about Iron- 
butt and the potential dollar pot, it 
might have attracted thousands. 

It was not to be. And, the crudiments 
of non-promotion were to permeate 
the entire running of the race. To 
closely paraphrase one rider: “Tve 
been in every kind of enduro and 
have run my own tours for years, but 
this is the most poorly-organized event 
I’ve ever seen!” 

From the beginning, it was cock- 
roach motel. This reporter arrived in 
Philadelphia expecting dancing 





females, fanfare and instant fame. So 
did the other riders. Instead, we found 
a motel with bugs, a promoter (Mike 
Rose) who did all the dancing, when, 
the night before Ironbutt, riders start- 
ed questioning him about prize 
money. What it came down to was a 
riders’ flat-out walkout. 


But first, a few of the faces and 
places (maybe): 

Tied for first with perfect zeroes 
plus 10 bonus areas: Kim Davis 
(Yamaha Venture Royale); George 
Egloff (1975 Suzuki RE-5 Rotary); 
Alan Pease (BMW R80RT); Ed 
Thompson (BMW R80/GS). 


Tied for second with perfect zeroes 
plus eight bonus areas: Roy Eastwood 
(BMW R100RS) and George Swetland 
(Laverda RGS1000). 

Third with perfect zeroes plus 10 
bonus areas (but lost points due toa 
tire-changing penalty): Jim Newberry 
(Honda V65 Sabre). 

Fourth with perfect zeroes plus one 
bonus area: David Mallet (Harley- 
Davidson Softail). 

Fifth about an hour off the Seattle 
checkpoint: Chuck Aughinbaugh 
(Honda Gold Wing). 

Sixth about an hour off the San 
Diego and Daytona Beach check- 
points: Richard (aka “Pharaoh,” aka 
“Pawnee Warrior,” aka “King Tutof 
the Ironbutt’’) Sommers (butchered, 
stroker 98-cubic inch, what once was 
a 1975 Harley-Davidson something- 
or-other). 

It was an odd aggregation of riders 
who quickly formed strong bonds of 
friendship and political solidarity. 
Meeting the night before the race in 
my bug-populated room, the dis- 
gruntled riders cussed, offered solu- 
tions, elected Pease and this reporter 
to try to find out whether Ironbutt 
was going to be run or not. The 
$40,000 of prize (money) was all of a 
sudden the mere $500-times-10 entry 
fees put up by the riders themselves, 
plus a few contingency goodies. 

What it came down to the next 
morning, two hours before the sched- 
uled 9:00 a.m. send-off, was a riders’ 
demand that Promoter Rose equal 
the riders’ own money. Rose’s re- 
sponse was to offer to refund the 
riders’ entry fees and this meant can- 
cellation of the Ironbutt. Diehards 
that all of them proved to be, the 
riders intended to run their own 
version of the race, but before this 
happened, Gary Patterson (owner of 
popular Montgomeryville Cycle Cen- 
ter, where the Ironbutt originated and 
ended) anted up the $5000 (which

Rose later indemnified). 

The Ironbutt, from that point on, 
was principally run by the riders. 
The political meanderings had 
delayed the start, there were sub- 
stantial questions about the safety of 
the Montgomeryville-to-Boston-to- 
Seattle leg, and the riders finally 
decided to delete the first leg. 

This was the way it stood: Mont- 
gomeryville-Seattle in three days; 
Seattle-San Diego in two days; San 
Diego-Daytona in three days; Day- 
tona-Montgomeryville in one brutal, 
final day. 

Just how brutal was this World’s 
Toughest Motorcycle Competition? 

The legendary Pharaoh (bootleg 
cafe Harley that could top 140 mph) 
ran into metabolic and minor me- 
chanical problems. Maybe the tough- 
est s.o.b. among us, even King Tut of 
the Ironbutt admitted that running 
8400 miles in 10 days was a mind- 
bender. 

Two of us fell asleep at the victory 
dinner bash. I started to doze at least 
three times while riding the Harley 
Softail, and this was a typical phe- 
nomenon among riders, who also 
had some great fatigue-induced hallu- 
cinations along the way. This reporter 
(who was once a long distance trucker) 
never met a trucker who had the 
endurance any of these riders showed. 

Kim Davis had the tricks: singing, 
shouting, pounding his helmet in an 
attempt to stay awake. 

All the Ironbutts showed “‘signifi- 
cant signs of visible damage,’’ to 
quote Chuck Aughinbaugh, who was 
specifically referring to his graunched 
posterior. 

The most asked question: How 
many speeding tickets? 

Pharaoh was undisputed Cop Col- 
lector, racking up nine speeding 
tickets and fleeing arrest nine other 
times (although this may have been 
more, since Pharaoh ran fast enough 
he wasn’t paying great attention to 
his rear-view mirrors). 

Newberry also had some quality 
tickets, securing six, with three of 
them over 100 mph. The rest of us 
received an aggregate of warnings 
and not-so-numerous tickets. 

And when all was said and done, 
the controversy continued: Pharaoh 
has raised the bone of contention that 
riders did not adhere to the rule that 
they check in and check out on their 
zero hour; that because of this, other 
riders left early and gained minutes’ 
advantage over Pharaoh and Aughin- 
baugh. At this point, the dispute is 





unresolved, the prize money paid 
out, the results semi-official. If 
Pharaoh’s protest is upheld, no one is 
certain what it would do to the results. 
(One view has it that the Harley 
Softail would finish first, Pharaoh 
second, making it a clean Harley 
sweep. Another view would place the 
Softail last, Pharaoh first, Aughin- 
baugh second. These conflicting views 
underscore the management diffi- 
culties). 

In this reporter’s opinion, the stand- 
ings are not as significant as other 
things. The most important, perhaps, 
is that, despite promotional and man- 
agement difficulties, Ironbutt ’84 was 
an (unqualified) success. More money 
would have been nice, but this was a 
“guts” event. If there were botch-ups 
about the rules (bonus points, eight- 
way then four-way tie for first, uncer- 
tainty about Pharaoh’s protest, idiotic 
tire-changing penalty that kept hard- 
running Newberry from tying for 
first), there is the miracle that all 10 
riders finished, with eight of them 
zeroing all the checkpoints. 

The unqualified success of Ironbutt 
84 is merited by the fact that the 
original Ironbutters plan to organize, 
plan, promote and ride the 1985 Iron- 
butt next August. The bond of friend- 
ship formed between these 10 — the 
only ones who knew what grit it took 
to keep riding, riding, riding when 
all you could think about was never- 
ever riding a motorcycle again in 
your life — more than overshadows 
the little quirks always inherent ina 
first-time event. Besides, next year the 
riders and Rose (who showed himself 
to be a true gentleman by working 
with the contentious riders) will work 
jointly to change the rules, make the 
race tougher, obtain a larger purse 
and make the Ironbutt a true original. 
In 1984, it was a history-making 
motorcycle race, the forerunner of 
greater things to come. 

And the final, most-asked question: 
Why the Harley-Davidson Softail? 

It comes about from a late-1960s 
induced ‘‘Let’s Go See America.” An 
American race demanded an American 
bike. It was part Peter Fonda and 
Dennis Hopper, tottling to cathouses 
in New Orleans; it was partly the 
desire to go primitive, without the 
frills of sheepskin seat, do-everything 
suspension and gonzo-horsepower 
motor. For every rider, it was a differ- 
ent method of madness. We rode, we 
saw, we conquered. 

And that was what Ironbutt ’84 
was all about. e

line four-cylinder DOHC 
engine with four valves per 
cylinder and dual oiling systems 
— one for lubrication, the other 
for cooling. 

Thestreet version makes a claimed 
101 bhp at 11000 rpm and 48 Ib.-ft. of 
torque at 10000 rpm. 

The new engine’s bore and stroke 
are 70 x 48.7mm; compression ratio is 
9.8:1. A bank of four flat-slide 29mm 
Mikuni carburetors are fed by a large 
still airbox mounted under the hol- 
low rear of the Formula One-style gas 
tank. There’s a six-speed transmis- 
sion and a full fairing with dual 
headlights. Both wheels are 18-inch 
and wheelbase is 56 inches. 

In developing the new machine, 
Suzuki has paid much attention to 
keeping weight down, using an alum- 
inum alloy frame and light running 
gear to achieve the incredibly-low 
claimed dry weight of 388 pounds. 

Then there's Suzuki's new ready- 
to-race endurance bike fitted with a 
modified, 134-bhp engine in an 
aluminum frame with quick-change 
Campagnolo magnesium wheels, 
quick-release four-piston Brembo 
magnesium calipers, floating 12.6- 
inch front discs, dual headlights in a 
quick-release full fairing, and com- 
bination taillights and side number 
plate marker lights mounted on the 
tail section. 

The engine kit includes a ported 
cylinder head, titanium valves and 
valve springs, a dry clutch, racing 
pistons, magnesium clutch case cover, 
aluminum carburetors, polished con- 
necting rods, six-speed close-ratio 
transmission, racing camshafts, a 
selection of sprockets, and a hand- 
bent stainless steel four-into-one 
exhaust system with an aluminum 
silencer. 

Former works rider and now rac- 
ing development engineer Mitsuo Itoh 
says Suzuki foresees “a great force of 
private entrants riding to future vic- 
tories with the advanced technical 
superiority of the new GSXR750 now 
that we are returning the benefit of 
our racing experience’ to the public.’@ 
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The new GSXR750 engine: note idler wheel for cam chain, between cams; short, dense finning on cylinders, head 
and valve cover; primary gear machined into plain-bearing-crankshaft’s flywheel; four-valves-per-cylinder TSCC 
combustion chamber; close-ratio, six-speed transmission and drilled countershaft cover. 
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The BMW R80 RT Alan Pease rode to victory was com- 
pletely stock except for its tires. 


Faced with the challenge of 
running 8,400 miles in 10 days, 
the world’s motorcycle makers all 
seem to have taken the same 
course. They ran the other way. 
With one highly notable 
exception. BMW. Whose R80 RT, 
ridden by Alan Pease, was not 
only the sole factory-sponsored en- 
try in the “Iron Butt” Rally, but 
one of the four first-place finish- 
ers, as well. (Another being Ed 
Thompson on his privately-entered 
BMW R80 G/S.) 
Of course, there are those 
who might say BMW had an edge 
going into this contest. Several 
of them, to be specific. 
For instance, the R80 RT is 
one of the lightest full-fairing 
tourers made. Something Alan 
Pease had ample opportunity 
to appreciate. Particularly when 
running against a very strong 
headwind in Indiana, he ran out 
of gas and had to push the bike 
for three hilly miles.

Husqvarna’s 83rd year of mo- 
torcycle production is high- 
lighted by the introduction of 
several models equipped with 
single-shock rear suspension and 
water-cooling. All models in the 
Swedish manufacturer’s CR (moto- 
cross) and XC (cross-county) lines 
have the new- frame/suspension, 
which is yet another adaption of the 
multiple-link system. 

The frames on all the CRs are 
lighter and have a large-diameter, 
thin-wall backbone tube that con- 
nects to the base of the steering head 
and curves down to the swingarm 
pivot area. This enables the seat height 
to be one inch lower, despite having 
more wheel travel. The rake and trail 
is also changed on the CRs: The 
steering head angle is now 27° — 
instead of 31° — and the trail is short- 
ened to 4.72 inches, from 5.2 inches. 
The rear frame sub-section is detach- 
able on the CRs. 


All CR and XC models are now 
equipped with front disc brakes; how- 
ever, the rest of Husqvarna’s line 
have drums. 

Heading the motocross force is the 
500CR with a 488cc liquid-cooled 
engine and a four-speed transmis- 
sion. On all the CRs, a single Ohlins 
rear shock with a piggy back-mounted 
reservoir is rigidly mounted on the 
top to the frame; the bottom of the 
shock is connected to an extruded 
aluminum alloy swingarm by link- 
ages. The shock has external com- 
pression and rebound damping ad- 
justments — the compression adjust- 
ment is located at the bottom of the 





shock, rebound at the top on the 
reservoir. The rebound adjustment 
can be reached by removing the side 
panel. Linkages are made out of 
billet aluminum alloy and pivot on 
needle bearings. Gone is the old-style 
dual shock chrome-moly swingarm, 
and rear wheel travel is now 13.8 
inches. 

The front fork is still Husky made, 
with 40mm diameter stanchion tubes 
and 11.8 inches of travel. 

The new plastic fuel tanks on the 
CRs are radically reshaped and drop 
low on the right side of the bikes. 
They hold 2.6 gallons of gas. Overall 
positioning of the tank is lower, as is 
the seat. This, combined with the for- 
ward-mounted low-positioned shock, 
better centralizes the center of grav- 
ity. The all-new, plastic airbox is 
thin and squarish, and is mounted on 
the right side. 

All the CRs come stock with Met- 
zeler tires, new oval aluminum muf- 
flers (last year’s models had steel), 
blue safety seats and aluminum alloy 
brake pedals. 

The 500CR weighs 224 pounds 
dry, while the 250 and 125 weigh 218 
and 202 pounds, respectively. 

The 125 and 250CRs share the 
same frame and running gear as the 
500CR. Retail prices of the machines 
are $2195 for the 125, $2895 for the 
250 and $3195 for the 500. Expected 
availability of all three models is 
middle-to-late November. 

The differences between the CR 
and XC models are few — the engines, 
frames and suspensions are the same, 
but the XCs have heavier flywheels; 








six-speed, wide ratio transmissions, 
and quick-change wheels. Because of 
the quick-change rear wheel, the rear 
brake is non-floating. All the XCs are 
water-cooled. The 500XC weighs 224 
pounds, while the 250 and 125 weigh 
218 and 205 pounds. Cost will be 
$3245 for the 500, $2845 for the 250 
and $2195 for the 125. 


The WR (enduro) models retain 
the dual-shock rear suspension sys- 
tem, but the 250WR is now liquid- 
cooled. Detail changes throughout 
the WR line consist of an O-ring 
chain; a Husky Products spark arrest- 
er/silencer that is U.S. Forestry De- 
partment-approved that won't clog 
up with oil; a halogen headlight and 
a new speedometer design. 

Suggested retail prices for the 125, 
250 and 400WR models are $2195, 
$2995 and $3295. 


The 500AE (automatic enduro) re- 
turns to the Husky line-up with minor 
engine changes, anew 38mm Mikuni 
carburetor and a new first gear clutch 
drum. The 248-pound machine retails 
for $3295. 


The four-stroke models also retain 
the dual shock rear suspension, but 
get updated plastic tanks and side 
covers, as well as many engine 
changes. Among the new features are 
larger exhaust valves, new valve guides 
and seals, and a Dell’ Orto carburetor 
withoutan accelerator pump. A K&N 
air filter and a new cam chain ten- 
sioner round out the package. The 
line-up consists of the $3045 500TC 
(motocross), the $3195 510TE (enduro) 


and the $3095 510TX (cross-country)

mat I’m in favor of was based on sim- 
ple elimination, and both the fans 
—and media — could understand it. 
When the fans can’t understand who’s 
racing, they stop attending races; 
when the media can’t understand, 
they stop giving publicity and cover- 
age, the exposure supercross needs. 
Sometime if you happen to run into 
announcer Larry Maiers, ask him 
what it’s like to try to explain the 
current race format to media persons 
on press day. I believe he’ll tell you 
it’s difficult, if not impossible. 

Third, production bike racing 
would put equipment on an equal 
level, and race talent plus equipment 
preparation would determine the 
winners. That's the type of situation 
that’s required before outside spon- 
sors will fund race teams. It’s realistic 
that Skoal, Miller, Winston, or many 
other corporations would budget $1 
million to sponsor a race team on the 
supercross circuit, but it has to be 
possible for them to win before they'd 
do it. Right now, a privateer team 
can’trun with the factory efforts, and 
there’s not a a chance of a win. Pro- 
duction racing would let corpora- 
tions contract top riders, hire quali- 
fied mechanics, and race machinery 
that is capable of winning. That’s 
what they did in NASCAR in 1969; 
the car manufacturers got out, and 
race engines and chassis were made 
available to anyone who could afford 
them. The rest is history: NASCAR 
now televises 25 of their 30 races this 
season on network TV, due in most 
part to the backing the sport receives 
from all of its corporate sponsors. In 
1984, there has been a different winner 
at almost every NASCAR race, and 
anyone can win on a given day. 
Wouldn't that be an asset supercross 
could utilize? 

The corporate sponsor route to 
success is just too important to ignore. 
Professional rodeo, NHRA drag rac- 
ing, off-shore powerboat racing, and 
many other sports have grown ten- 
fold due to sponsorship. Everyone 
involved with supercross needs to 
realize that if they want the sport to 
grow, they’ll have to start thinking 
about bringing in new sponsors, and 
that will only come through matur- 
ity and projecting towards the future.

The Oregon Motorcycle Road 
Racing Association finished its 
season at Portland International 
Raceway in style with a large 
rider turnout and impeccable cooper- 
ation from the weather gods. 

The Can-Am series was run in 
combination with a normal race 
schedule, with only 600cc Cafe run 
separately. The other classes were 
combined and run with appropriate 
OMRRA classes. This presented a 
challenge to the scorers, but the chal- 
lenge was met. 

Keith Pinkstaff, who won three 
classes, had the unusual privilege of 
racing on Dan Zlock’s Suzuki 750 
Superbike in F-1, then against it in a 
combined class. Zlock, high in annual 
points in Superbike, elected to race it 
himself in that class which ran com- 
bined with Formula 1. Pinkstaff and 
the Zlocks plan on a serious privateer 
assault on the National Superbike 
Championship in 1985. 

Another unusual match of machin- 
ery occurred during the Can-Am heat 
of 600cc Cafe with Alan Inglis riding 
an RZ350, Lee Cochran Yamaha- 
thumper-mounted and Dick Win- 
ningstad on a 600 Cagiva. They fin- 
ished in that order but Inglis and 
Cochran were swapping the lead for 
most of the 16-lap race, with Win- 
ningstad setting in a close third and 
waiting for a bobble, which never 





happened. 

Winningstad had a good day, win- 
ning the OMRRA version of 600cc 
Cafe after a long dice with his nemesis 
Mike Johnson, and running away 
with small bore BoTT as well. 

The combination of classes made 
for many interesting match-ups: Open 
Cafe bikes versus Superbikes, Open 
Single thumpers versus 250cc two- 
strokes (F-3), Open versus 750cc Pro- 
duction stockers, etc. In one such 
contest, ‘Chuck Wiley, while taking 
both versions (OMRRA and Can- 
Am) of Superbike, accomplished an- 
other major triumph. He, along with 
Tom Walther, became the first two 
racers on any sort of motorcycle to 
finish ahead of Keith Pinkstaff on his 
Dad's FJ1100 at PIR.

In the lead lap all the way with the 
bigger bikes and in fact passing many 
of them were Ed Wright (Kawasaki of 
Phoenix) on a GPz550 and Scott 
Scherer on an FJ600 Yamaha. Scherer, 
who had taken a narrow lead late in 
the race, went down in the final turn, 
and Wright added another Produc- 
tion Stock C trophy to his collection. 
Winner in the Production Stock D 
category was Scott Willock on an 
RZ350L from Performance Consul- 
tants. 

Williams and Wright, among 
others, entered their Production Stock 
bikes in Superstreet competition, 
and as usual each man won his race. 
But the star of the show was Jeff 
Anderson (Motorcycle & Marine, Skip 
VanLueewen and Nava) onan ancient 
900 Honda commuter with jetting 
problems. Williams’ GPz750 pulled 
through the pack to shadow Anderson 
for most of the race, then as the old 
Honda stuttered in the straightaways, 
Anderson kept looking over his 
shoulder and steadily pulling away 
until he had opened a substantial 
lead over Williams at the checkered 
flag.

For 
the Open Pro category, Perry Bicek 
picked up first in the final tallies, 
after a battle with Lynn Hyde that 
saw Hyde drop out of the second 
moto when his rear shock blew apart. 

Friend began the first 250cc Pro 
moto by taking the holeshot ahead of 
Molder, Waugh, Brian George and 
Stork, with Stork moving into fourth 
by the end of the first lap. Molder and 
Stork both took a couple laps to get 
by Waugh, then as Friend motored 
off with a good lead, Stork pressed 
Molder hard for second position. 
George endoed hard off the table-top, 
allowing Curt Hyde to take the fifth 
spot on the third lap, with Overman 
right beside him in the action. Up 
front, Friend was continuing his moto 
domination, while Molder rode 
strongly to fight off Stork’s efforts, 
and the teammates took their battle 
right to the wire. After Friend took 
the checkers for the moto win, Molder 
and Stork headed toward the finish 
less than a bikelength apart. Molder 
held on at the wire to take the runner- 
up slot, with Stork third, Waugh 
coming across fourth and Hyde fifth. 

Molder was the first out of the gate 
in the second moto, with Stork, 
Molder, Waugh and George right 
behind. While giving chase, Friend 
went down just before the tabletop, 
popping his knee out of its socket 
and leaving him helpless on the track. 
Stork, Waugh and Womack moved 
into the second-through-fourth slots, 
followed by George and Hyde. George 
clipped a tire off an uphill jump and 
again crashed himself out of conten- 
tion, followed less than a lap later by 
Hyde, who went down right before 
the finish area. As the leaders spread 
out to finish the moto, Lynn Hyde 
moved into the fifth spot, where he 
finished behind the moto and overall 
winner Molder, Stork, Waugh and 
Womack. Lynn Hyde picked up the 
fourth overall slot just behind Stork 
and Waugh, with Womack fifth. 

Open Pro action began with Kim

Schaubalmost 
went undefeated but crashes and an 
eventual ankle injury slowed him 
down. Still he won the day’s 250cc 
Expert overall, placed third in the 
125cc Expert class and hung on to 
take the championship. 

The 80cc Expert class saw a season- 
long battle between Jason Anderson, 
Robb Butler and Kelly Styles. The 
lead was constantly changing but 
Styles took it with a mere 24-point 
lead over Butler who had second over 
Anderson by only eight points.

In the fifth and final Sports 
Riders Association of Colorado 
supercross of the season, only 
the top 24 points earners in nine 
classes were invited to compete for ser- 
ies championships. 





Randy Warren entered tonight’s 
event leading the 250cc Pro class by 
six points over Chris Sundstrom, and 
he put together a second overall be- 
hind Terry Kyle to win the title.

But on lap four, he 
went over the bars in the whoops and 
remounted fifth behind Buchli, Cook, 
Mitchell and Firestine.

Sterner went wire-to-wire in round 
two ahead of Buchli, Mitchell, Fire- 
stine and Cook. Buchli won the over- 
all ahead of Sterner, but Cook’s fourth 
overall was sufficient to edge Sterner 
and Buchli for the series title. 

Barry Carson had a big lead in the 
80cc Experts entering the finale, and 
he only received a temporary chal- 
lenge from Andy Atkins in moto two 
as he went 1-1 to capture two first- 
place trophies this evening. 

Mark Iler was in fifth place, 12 
points back, in the 125cc Novices, but 
his overall victory also earned him 
the class championship. 

Paul Lindsey was the only other 
competitor to win both an overall 
and a series championship, in this 
case the 125cc Amateurs. Only he and 
Carson came into the race with a 
points lead and won tonight.

Holden handles wet 
Westwood RR

WESTWOOD, B.C., CANADA, 
SEPT. 16 

Much of Robert Holden’s day 
was spent picking up and re- 
attaching loose parts on his 
various Suzukis. He overcame 
this string of bad luck to win five heats 
and two classes at this Can-Am Series 
road race and finish his North Amer- 
ican season on an up note. The new 
season is about to startin New Zealand 
and he has gone back to defend his 
South Pacific Championship titles 
there. 

Holden’s archrival, British Colum- 
bia Champion Steve Dick, was work- 
ing hard to beat everyone in 750cc 
Production. However, during some 
hurried tire changes to compensate for 
the wet weather, the front brake caliper 
bolts had not been snugged up. On 
lap six of the first heat, Dick had 
passed Holden for the lead when he 
lost all front brakes going into the 
hairpin off the back straight. His 
Honda retaliated for the neglect by 
highsiding him so hard that there 
were large gouges in the pavement 
where it hit. It was a last act by the 
bike but amazingly enough, Dick 
walked away from the accident. 

Superbike belonged to Holden; with 
Tom Walther and Chuck Wiley fol- 
lowing him in. 

Dick took the first F-1 heat. He was 
a little sore from the Production 
crash, however, as Holden beat him 
to the flag in the second. The fact that 
Holden didn’t finish the first heat 
after losing his exhaust system on lap 
two, allowed John Palmer and his 
FJ1100 to pick up the overall win 
with a pair of seconds. 

All of the non-stock machinery for 
the 600cc class ran together but were 
scored separately as Cafe and Modi- 
fied. Steve Crevier, winner in 600cc 
Production, came up in number-two 
spot for Modified, right behind the 
fantastically-quick Yamaha 500 of 
Lee Cochran. Not an RZ, but a 500cc 
four-stroke single. The only appar- 
ent reason that Cochran hasn't dom- 
inated the whole series is that he 
spent three months working the fish- 
ing season and was not at the track. 


In the Cafe scene Jamie Dick took 
top honors, but he had to work for 
them. Second place finisher Bryan 
Rolls and his trick 350LC beat Dick 
in the first heat. A drying track and 
rain tires slowed the Rolls roll'in the 
second. Consistency by Steve Ligar- 
dand his Honda gave him third over- 
all. 

With the wet weather and their 
skill advantage the Wildman family 
dominated the Sidecar class. Ashley 
and Dave took the first heat cleanly. 
John Wilson, with passenger Rick 
Davison, diced it up with them and 
managed to be out front at the check- 
ered flag in the second heat. The very 
quick rig of Phil Roney and Harry 
Rihela was having some problems 
with traction but managed to nab 
third each time.

STEAMBOAT SPRINGS, CO, 
SEPT. 16 

In the fourth-annual Steamboat 
Mountain Road Race, the Moun- 
tain Roadracing Association 
racers showed up in force to lay 
claim.to the $3000 purse from Kawa- 
saki. Unique in the nation, the Steam- 
boat Springs road course wound its 
1.7 miles through the city streets of 
this resort town located deep in the 
Colorado Rocky Mountains. Chang- 
ing from blacktop to concrete, the 
twisty track snaked between luxury 
condos, offering spectacular views in 
the true Monte Carlo spirit. 

In 750cc Production, MRA number 
one Bruce Sass (GPz550) grabbed the 
lead right from the green flag. Ray 
Bolte (GPz750) and Dan Turner 
(GS750E) followed Sass all along the 
course, waiting for a Sass mistake to 
give them some advantage on this 
great rider. While Bolte and Turner 
concentrated on Sass, Danny Walker 
(VF500F) steadily moved up the 
standings, passing two or three riders 
at a clip. 

At the halfway point, Walker was 
on Turner’s tail, and ready for com- 
bat. Walker found his opportunity in 
turn 13, the last pavement transition 
and 90 degree right-hander before the 
finish line. He dove inside Turner, 
forcing him off his line and nearly 
into the haybales. This move put 
Walker in excellent position to chal- 
lenge Bolte, and by the time the 
checkers saw the leaders, Walker had 
stolen second from Bolte. Turner 
took fourth and Ty Piz (RZ500) fifth. 

AMA star Rick Orlando brought 
his Honda VF750F out for Formula 
One. Gridded next to Sass (YZ490), 
Orlando had his work cut out for him. 
Sass had warmed up during his six 
races, and Orlando was relatively 
fresh. From the start it was Sass, 
charging hard into turn one from his 
pole position. Dave Kieffer (KZ1000) 
and Bob Conway (Rotax 500) kept 
the heat on the leaders, ready to 
pounce at their least mistake. Of spe- 
cial note was David Roper, riding the 
Dick Mann BSA Rocket 3, a 13-year- 
old classic. 

Sass led for half the race, but Orlan- 
do kept up the charge. By the time the 
leaders ran into the back markers, 
Orlando was directly behind Sass. As 
fate would have it, traffic held up 
Sass, while Orlando found the way 
through. Orlando seized the moment, 
and opened up a lead on Sass. To a 
standing ovation, Orlando won the 
race, followed by Sass, Kieffer, Con- 
way and Roper.
